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Parity In The Market Place 


The only dam age that may be done by the 
new scale of flexible price supports for agricul­ 
ture will stem from 
politics, 
not economics. 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson has sound eco­ 
nomic reasons for wanting to get rid of in­ 
flexible supports, and most farm ers can agree 
with his reasons. They can see eye to eye with 
the secretary of agriculture. 
But Mr. Benson, whose integrity has become 
a tangible asset of the Eisenhower adm inistra­ 
tion, was not on the political scene when the 
Republican campaign of 1952 was being conduct­ 
ed. Severe potential damage was done when 
Republican spokesmen, including the presiden­ 
tial candidate, promised a continuation of rigid 
price supports. Their promises will be recited 
over and over by their political opponents this 
year. 


Rigid supports were kept in existence for 
purely political reasons. Harry Truman proved 
in 1948 that rigid supports made votes on the 
campaign stump. But by the second session of 
the 83rd Congress this year, events had proved 
that rigid supports were piling up agricultural 
surpluses that could not be justified. 
Secretary Benson worked out a plan to re­ 
store flexibility, as had been intended when the 
current price-support law was passed in 1948. 
He said he wanted to restore “parity in the 
m arket place.” To minimize the im pact of his 
plan on farm producers, he also worked out a 
plan to buy in surplus supplies outright, thereby 
taking them off the m arket. Some observers 
contend that the two plans combined will give 
farm ers about the sam e level of income they 
would have had if 90 per cent of parity had 
been extended for another year. 
But farm bloc politicians who think it is good 
politics to run against the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration will not let it be forgotten that in 1952 
the exigencies of a political campaign tempted 
Eisenhower to say things that could mean only 
one thing — that no reduction of parity was 
contemplated. It rem ains to be seen what politi­ 
cal damage the opponents of his administration 
can do with this in the congressional cam ­ 
paigns of 1954. 
As far as economic damage is concerned, it 
is generally agreed there will be none. There 
will be. on the contrary, the beginning of eco­ 
nomic improvement as farm producers begin 
to get out from under the weight of the vast 
surpluses piled up by a price-support system 
that could not be slowed down as well as speed­ 
ed up.

Below Expectations 


The bugaboo of economics 
is 
comparison 
with the highest levels of the past and the 
highest expectations of the future. The White 
House statem ent on economic conditions was 
trying to avoid this a 
week ago when 
it 
cited the industrial production of the last six 
months as an indication of current economic 
activity. 
Since there has been no important fluctua­ 
tion during this period, the White House con­ 
tends that economic activity has reached a 
point of stabilization. It is of less importance, 
therefore, that the point is below the expecta­ 
tions of those who were thinking of war booms 
in the past and speculative booms of the future 
than it is that the point is where it is likely 
to rem ain for a while. 
Eventually, the United States m ust establish 
a rational basis of comparison for economic 
statistics—not merely an historic basis like that 
used for parity calculations or the wholesale 
price index but a current basis that will re­ 
flect the economic realities of the day. 
lf there are going to be economic com pari­ 
sons—and they are unavoidable—then the com­ 
parisons must be 
meaningful. 
They 
must 
avoid the pitfall of comparing current rates 
of production in the steel industry, for ex­ 
ample, with rates that could be reached only 
under the forced draft of war production. They 
must reject the assumption that the automobile 
industry should be able to sell each year more 
cars than it sold the year before. They must 
take into account the elemental phenomenon 
of economic behavior—the two steps forward, 
one step backward characteristic of economic 
progress. 
Those who complain that economic activity 
is below their expectations should be 
chal­ 
lenged to declare what their expectations were 


O IB BASIC THEORY is that 
each 
individual 
has 
inalienable 
rights as a person, not as a part 
of a m ajority or as a minority.

alone as a person whose rights, 
privileges. Immunities and rem ­ 
edies are not to be related to 
groups or communities.

Martin Dies Reveals Red Harassment 


M artin Dies. Texas 
Democrat, 
has just told for the first time the 
complete story of the frustration 
and interference 
he encountered 
from the Roosevelt administration 
as well as the details of personal 
attacks which he suffered from 
1938 to 1945 when he was chair­ 
man of the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. He with­ 
drew at that time from the race 
in his district in 
the 
face 
of 
Communist and labor-union 
and 
“ liberal” opposition but now has 
come back to Congress as a rep- 
resentative-at-large, elected by an 
overwhelming m ajority of the vot­ 
ers of the entire State of Texas. 
“ I had stood for this thing for 
seven years,” 
said 
Dies 
in 
a 
News & W’orld Report, this week. 
“ What was really the m atter with 
me was nervous exhaustion. They 
gave me the works — everything 
they could do. little p e r s o n a l 
tilings.” 
“ Anything like what 
McCarthy 
has had?” he was asked. 
“ Oh, he doesn’t know what it is. 
Listen, they examined my income 
taxes for six months — sat there 
in my town with 
two 
revenue 
men sent from 
Baltimore 
and 
spent six months making me dig 
up everything I had ever made for 
ten years.” 
•’Did they find anything wrong?” 
“ No, nothing w hatever.” 


THE TEXAS congressman 
told 
of harassing tactics by the White 
House and by Cabinet officers and 
by Communists. He told of threats 
against his life and attem pts to 
kidnap his son. which he attrib­ 
utes generally to 
opponents 
of 
his investigating committee 
“ There was h a rd ly a mail that 
I opened.” he said,

ligence and would get in the Naval 
Intelligence. 
“ Then I asked him 
why 
he 
was not drafted, and he couldn’t 
give an explanation. I then called , 
the draft board in New York to 
find out. in the presence of the 
committee, and the draft board 
said that because of White House 
i n t e r f e r e n c e they did 
n o t 
draft Joe Lash. So. that was the 
sort of thing that Roosevelt was 
surrounded with. Until you under­ 
stand that, you simply don’t un­ 
derstand what went on during that 
critical period.” 


Dies tells of how the CIO's ex­ 
ecutive board had on it a m ajority 
! of Communists, how the CIO later 
expelled several unions to which 
he had originally drawn attention, 
■ and says he was generally con­ 
demned during that time for his 
"rn e t h o d s.” although he never 
quite understood what was m eant 
by this form of attack except to 
frustrate his com m ittee’s work. 
The Texas congressman says, 
moreover, that if one-man 
hear­ 
ings are abolished, “ it would be 
the end of all of them ." He says 
there is so much wor.c to be done 
that individual m em bers have to 
hold many of the hearings. 


AS FOR MCCARTHY 
he 
feels 
the Wisconsin senator, like himself, 
. has been making some mistakes.

“ I felt that M cCarthy.” s a i d 
Dies, "rushed headlong into trou­ 
ble that he could avoid N o wr, 
I perhaps he couldn’t. It’s awfully 
easy to sit on the sidelines and 
tell the other fellow how to run 
a com m ittee.” 
Dies favors outlawing the Com­ 
munist party. He doesn't favor ex­ 
ecutive employes revealing secrets 
to congressmen, but he 
tells 
of 
one instance where a S t a t e De­ 
partm ent employe did come to his 
home to warn him that the Roose­ 
velt administration was about to 
burn some of the records which 
the Hoover administration had on 
the Communists. 
Under 
t h o s e 
circum stances, he thinks an ex­ 
ecutive employe s h o u l d go to 
m em bers 
of Congress 
and 
tell 
them the facts. 
The real issue, he believes, is 
whether the individual feels that, 
by informing Congress, he is up­ 
holding his oath to defend the 
United States.

Greeks Press 
For Cyprus 


Will Ask U.N. Action 
In Rift With Britain 


UNITED NATIONS. N Y. UP — 
Greece and Britain, outwardly long 
friends, have come to diplomatic 
blows in the United Nations over 
the future of Cyprus, a large Med­ 
iterranean island base which Bri­ 
tain has and Greece wants. 
After five years of trying to get 
the British to agree on a Cyprus 
plebiscite, the Greeks have an­ 
nounced they will come in before 
the end of the week with a plea 
for U.N. intervention. 
Trading 
on 
U N. 
declarations 
about the right of all peoples to 
self-determination, the Greeks now 
want the U.N. to vote for an elec­ 
tion on Cyprus which they are 
sure would overwhelmingly favor 
union with Greece. 
The British are pretty sure that 
the island’s preponderantly Greek 
population would vote that way 
too. They don’t like the idea. 
The British have just been forced 
into an agreement to leave the 
Suez Canal area. They have been 
sniped at by Spain, which wants 
Gibraltar at the western gate of 
the Mediterranean. They are fear­ 
ful that Communist influence in 
Cyprus, as well as in Greece it­ 
self, might someday threaten ef­ 
fectiveness of what is now con 
sidered an important NATO base 
made more important by the prom­ 
ised evacuation of Suez. 
The British make no secret ol 
opposing any move to weaken their 
hold on Cyprus. 
TTiey argue that Cyprus never 
was a part of Greece, that Turkey 
opposes any change in island rule 
because almost one fifth of the is­ 
land’s half-million 
population is 
Turkish, 
and 
that 
any 
change 
might hamper NATO defenses. 
The Greeks retort that ifs silly 
to say Cyprus never belonged to 
Greece. “ It was Greece,” they say. 
They argue that all elements of 
the Greek-speaking population — 
religious, cultural, political, con­ 
servative. liberal, radical, mercan 
tile—favor union with Greece and 
havo been 
striking recently to 
prove it. The population has re­ 
jected British offers of a new con 
stitution because there is no Greek 
union clause in it. 
The United States has not made 
up its mind how it will vote. 


Ohio Utilities Expand 
$1.1/2 Billion In Decade 
CHICAGO UP — Ohio Utilities 
Commissioner Ray O. Martin told 
the American Bar Assn. Tuesday 
telephone, gas and electric com­ 
panies in the past IO years have 
increased their Ohio investments 
a total of $1,524,000,000. 
Martin said 1,300,000 new tele­ 
phone and 700.000 new electric 
power customers have been added 
in roughly the same period. 
He said gas companies have in­ 
creased their sales by 238.420,000,- 
000 cubic feet per year. 
Martin said one-seventh of all 
the 1954 national private utility in­ 
vestments would be made in Ohio. 
He said 1954 and 1955 construc­ 
tion budgets called for expendi­ 
tures of 600 million dollars per 
year. 
In view of these increases and 
attendant requests for rate boosts, 
Martin 
urged 
attorneys 
to cut 
down on the amount of paper work 
in utilities cases. 
He said: “Whether you represent 
an applicant company or a com­ 
plainant, you should make your 
respective points brief and clear.”

Wellsville Council abolished the 
position of city plumber Tuesday 
night after it was explained the 
employe, Charles Cufaro. will be 
given work in another department. 
Councilman George Lewis, chair­ 
man of the finance committee, said 
the move is strictly for economy. 
“We do not feel there is sufficient 
work to warrant hiring of a full­ 
time plumber. We suggest a pri­ 
vate plumber be hired as the w'ork 
comes up,” he said.
